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THE TURN OF THE TIDE 


Prices have begun to rise. That is the beat news 
the country has had in three years. The rise has 
started where it ought to start, with the basic pro¬ 
ducts of agriculture. Wheat, cotton, com, hogs, to¬ 
bacco, rice, dairy products, have all started upward. 
Some are raising faster than others, but all are show¬ 
ing an upward tendency. 

We do not think that this is merely another 
-'false alarm,” We believe that factors have been 
brought into play which will put prices up still high¬ 
er, until we reach somewhere near the level of 1926, 
That is what those in charge of the nation's destines 
are aiming at we are told. That would mean that the 
average of commodity prices would be more than 
double present prices, in some instances, half to two- 
thirds higher in others. 


Starting with the products of agriculture, the 
rise in prices is bound to extend to industrial pro¬ 
ducts, For when the farmer begins to get a profit 
from his operations he can begi nto pay up his back 
taxes and mortgage interest, to buy the commodities 
he and his family require.

We have never felt there was much to the argu¬ 
ment that people have stopped wanting to buy th¬ 
ings, *The only reason they have stopped buying is 
lack of money to buy with. There is not and never 
has been “overproduction” in t hesense that more 
commodities were produced than people wanted. 
Our whole social system is built upon multiplying 
W&nta and as money circulates again people will 
gratify those wants.
